Among the makers of community 


history, as told byMrs. Pardon Head 
in her biographies for the Daughters 
of the. American Be volution, the 
name of Mrs. James S. Eekles stands 
out as one of the oldest living pio- 
neers in Southern California. Mr. 
and Mrs. Eekles landed in Santa Ana 
a half' century ago this month of 
November, coming with their house- 
hold goods in an emigrant car over 
the new route of the Santa Fe'. They 
were fourteen days coming from 
Omaha, Nebraska, a distance that is 
.covered now in five days bv a good 
automobile. 


Mrs. Bekles (nee Mary M. Puller) 


was aciustoajpd to pioneering, her 
father having" crossed the -plains 
from New York to Wisconsin and 
Minnesota by ox-team. She had al- 
so heard of California, Tier father be- 
ing'one of the "49ers who made the 
rush for gold, soon returning, how- 
ever, to his family in ; the middle- 
West. 


After spending six years in Santa 


Ana, Mr. Eekles heard of the cheap 
land in the Azusa valley and pur- 
chased twenty acres on the corner of 
what is now Citrus and '8ectioa_Cen- 
ter for $20van acre. A year or eo 
later they sold to James B. Elliott, 
the present owner, ^for $400.

A frost warning service- will be 


operated by the Central Protective 
association on the same principle 
this year as it has been in the past. 


There are a few things each grow- 


er should do to aid in making it 
possible to get the maximum effi 
ciency in fighting "Jack Frost." 


Every grower should have his 


thermometer tested; see that his 
name, telephone number and the lo- 
cation of his grove is turned into his 
packing house manager at once; if 
you have no phone, make t arrange- 
ments as- to where you are to be 
called and so state to your, packing 
house manager;-if you'have lemons, 
so state; when you are called answer 
the phone as quickly as 'possible, so 
your neighbor can be called.-

ord, in that there hasn't yei been a 
grove frozen from failure of beine 
called in time. 


To get the weather report after 


7:30 p.m., growers are instructed to 
ask central for "frost warning" as 
in the past. 


The call board was opened Monday 
night, November 15, and will be open 
the re/t of the winter to* serve in 
every way possible.

-All thermometers 
which the growers-expect to use in 
connection with,rtheir orchard heat- 
ing operations should, be tested and 
in the hands of their respective 
packing house managers not later 
than Monday, November 22nd, -the 
last day on which thermometers will 
be tested.

quately-tagged with the name of its 
owner. The. tag should also contain 
the stamp of the packinghouse from 
which it has been collected, which 
will greatly expedite the return of 
the thermometers to their owners.

COVINA FOOTBALL TEAM IS 


AWARDED LEAGUE PENNANT 


AT MEETING OF OFFICIALS 


At a meeting of the official members of the San Gabriel 


Valley league held in El Monte Tuesday night, the Covina high 
school football team was awarded the league pennant and the 
nght to represent the league in the playoff games for the state 
.championship. 


Covina was tied with Excelsior and Citrus for the league 


championship, but as Citrus did not desire to play off the tie; 
Covina was awarded the pennant by virtue of scoring the great- 
est number of points, in league games. Norwalk was willing to 
play Covina, but Citrus was not. 


The question was raised as to the eligibility of two Covinft 


players, Bill Arenas and Jerry Cole, who came here from the 
Sherman institute. It was shown that these boys were eligible 
to play on the Covina team'but some schools represented in the 
league voted not to participate with Covina in league contests 
unless Covina declared the boys ineligible. This means that 
they would have to forfeit to Covina in any schedules arranged 
by the C. I. P., the governing body in high school athletics. 


As the matter stands now, Covina has gained all her points 


and has the backing of the C. I. P. in her contentions, irrespec- 
tive of any dissatisfaction on the part of any other schools or 
athletic coaches in the San Gabriel Valley league. 


Covina will not enter the playoffs until December 4th, which 


probably will be for the Semi-Southern California championship. 
Her opponent is not known yet. Long Beach is expected to be 
the. team to play for the Southern California championship. 
Cotton plays Fullerton this Saturday in a preliminary playoff.

The danger that the ninth congressional district might

Historical Records 
Wanted by Section 


Through 
the 
recently-organized 


history and landmarks section of the 
Covina Woman's club it is hoped 
to collect and ^preserve some of the 
early history of this locality, since, 
in the natural course of events, such 
stories and facts are easily lost.
